Now that a certain 
period lias elapsed since the first effects 
of the Revolution began to be felt in 

i, it may be of interest to 
endeavour to trace the course of the 
ovement upon the welfare of this 












On November 3 the first direct effect 
was felt when the Chapei Police mutined 
and attacked their officers forcing them 
to flee, the houses of the latter being 
fired. "The same night an urgent report 
was received by the Police that the 
Railway Station had been entered by 
Revolotionary soldiery. Orders were 
issued for the S.M.P. to place armed 
guards therein, Later in the night 
these were relieved by ® company of 
Volunteers, 

On Saturday, November 4, the Arsenal 
and the Native City both passed com- 
pletely into the hands of the Revolu- 
tionary Party: the Taotai and City 
Magistrate secking protection in the 
Settlement. It may not be out of place 
to note that the City Magistrate, who 
not long ago nearly committed judicial 
murder upon a Chinese Tipso for seek- 
ing the protection of this Settlement, 
‘was not ashamed to seck that protection 
himself the moment his personal safety 
appeared in danger. .\ proclamation 
signed by Li Ping-su was issued and 
posted on the City Wall on November 
4 enjoining the protection of foreigners 
and warning evildoers that they would 
be dealt with according to martial law. 

During the taking over of the Arsenal 
an indiscriminate distribution of modern 
rifles and amnnunition went on. This 
way hereafter result in serions danger 
to the peace of the surrounding districts, 
not to mention the Settlement, 

‘The Woosung forts went over to the 
Revolutionary side by arrangement on 
November 4-5, and thus the sucess of 
the .Anti-Imperial faction was complete 
in this distri 

On November 7 the powder factory 
at Loong Wha was handed over to the 
Revolutionary Party. Soldiers sent 
from Sungkiang to guard it went over 
to the same side after receiving an 
address from one of the leaders.
